The School Act has asec- 
tlon In {it which permits a 
Municipal Counet! to appeal 
a school requisition to the 
Local Aurthoritles Board, 
While the Counet! of St, Al- 
bert has instigated this ac- 
tlon on a couple of occa- 
sions, I am totally opposed 
to the existence of this 
section in the School Act, 
I do not belleve that the 
Council of a Municipality ts 
in any position to pick apart 
or sit In Judgement over a 
budget prepared by another 
elected body, While | am 
totally in favor of removal 
of this section from the 
School Act, | would have to 
qualify it with the state- 
iment that | am convinced 
that Munictpalities should 
be permitted to send out 
separate tax notices for 
Education, | can think of no 
other way to Impress upon 
the electorate or ratepayer 
the amount of money that 
education Is costing tn this 
Province, It may also spark 
a much greater interest in 
education by the people who 
are paying the bill, In a 
recent conversation with a 
School Board Chairman, | 
made the suggestion, and he 
was in no way convinced that 
there was any need for sep- 


arate tax notices, | then 
asked him ‘‘How many com- 
plaints have you recelved 
regarding the high taxes’’ 
and his reply was ‘‘None’’, 
I found this rather signifi- 
cant in view of the fact that 
education costs to our rate- 
payers In St, Albert are app- 
roximately 10% more than 
municipal costs, 

The Town of St, Albert 
has made representation 
over the past two years to 
gain permission to send out 
separate tax notices, how- 
ever, to no avall, and once 
again | belleve it is under- 
Standable when one gives It 
a considerable amount of 
thought, So long as the Town 
of St, Albert itself must send 
out the total tax notice and 
receive the total tax pay- 
ment at Town Hall it will 
always be considered by the 
majority of people that your 
Counell is most at fault 
for the high taxes payable, 
Once we are permitted to 
send out separate tax not- 
foes, If ever, the ratepay- 
ers will begin to realize 
exactly where their tax dol- 
lars are being spent and 
this may convelvably cause 
considerable backlash to all 
elected bodies other than the 
municipal Council, 

At the present time we 
do not yet have the distine- 
tlon in St, Albert of being 
the highest tax municipality 
{n Alberta but for those of 
you who may be wondering 
why We are so much tn ex- 
cess of our Glant neighbor 
to the South, please keep in 
mind that if Edmonton did 
not have a Utility Profit of 
approximately 17 mills their 
mill rate this year would 
have been 70 mills as come 
pared to our 73 mills,

conflicts, As the dosage 
builds up (tolerance) an in- 
tense craving, coupled with 
severe withdrawal symp- 
toms constitute the picture 
of the true addict, 

Most healthy young people 
are inquisitive and like to 
experiment, They may ace- 
ept drugs out of curtosity 
or desire to conform to the 
group pattern, But the maj- 
ority recognise the lack of

vote for a board oftrustees, 

The province's county act 
does allow Indians on res- 
erves within a county to 
vote but Indians are not 
eligible to seek election, 

A report on Indians in 
Alberta was given urging 
the province to clean up its 
back yard before embarking 
on criticism of the federal 
government, 

The report states, ‘‘The 
Alberta Government, so 
vocal in its criticism of 
Indian affairs, has little to 
boast about in its treatment 
of those other natives who 
are its peculiar responsibil- 
ity, the Metis’’, The report 
adds that while school ser- 
vices provided to Metis chil- 


dren are comparable to 
those enjoyed by other rural 
children, the Metis child ts 
still usually economically, 
socially and culturally dep- 
rived, and often emotionally 
disturbed as well,

Whatever its size or location, 
a hospital requires X-ray and 
laboratory services to operate 
efficiently and these services 
must be performed by trained 
technical workers The need 
for these people is great and, 
to meet it, the Alberta De. 
partment of Health operates 
the Laboratory and X-ray 
School in Edmonton Here, 
a seven-month course equips 
graduates to carry out a 
number of procedures in 
both laboratory and X-ray 
fields and to perform the 
technical work necessary in a 
rural hospital 

There is no charge for 
instruction and students re 
ceive a monthly allowance 
of $75, but entrance qualifica 
tions are high and each 
graduate is required to spend 
at least one year in the 
Alberta rural hospital field 
working as a hospital techni 
cian. This assures a constant 
supply of trained technical 
workers to render a reliable 
and efficient service to rural
